Total  annual  receipts  from  BLM  lands  in  Utah  reached  an  all  time  high 
in  1962  ($16,241,000).   A  general  declining  trend  was  evident  from 
1962  to  1968  with  a  rise  in  receipts  in  1969  to  $9,363,656.   Income 
from  mineral  leases  and  permits  consistently  accounts  for  more  than 
907o  of  the  receipts,  reaching  a  high  in  1962  when  nearly  96%  was  from 
this  category.   Income  from  grazing  leases,  licenses  and  permits 
accounted  for  about  5%  of  total  receipts  during  most  years  except  1962 
when  it  was  27o.   Income  from  fees  and  commissions,  sale  of  lands,  timber 
and  other  materials,  rights-of-way  and  other  land  rentals  accounts  for 
the  remainder  and  is  shown  under  "other."

TAX  EQUIVALENT  VALUE  TO  UTAH  OF  THE  PUBLIC  DOMAIN  WITHIN  THE  STATE 

The  following  calculations  indicate  value  derived  by  the  state  from  public 
domain  in  lieu  of  taxes.   Public  lands  administered  by  BLM  return  to  the 
state  66c  pei^  acre.   Based  on  a  mill  levy  of  60  mills  (average  in  rural 
areas),  public  domain  land  would  have  to  be  assessed  at  $11  for  the  tax  income 
to  be  equal  to  the  benefit  now  being  derived  by  the  state.   Considering 
the  fact  dry  ranchlands  and  wastelands,  like  the  majority  of  public  domain, 
are  now  assessed  from  $1  to  $3  per  acre  one  might  conclude  that  under  these 
assumptions  the  public  domain  contributes  more  than  if  they  were  placed  on 
tax  rolls  in  their  entirety.

/4  Rather  than  having  to  match  federal  A-B-C  highway  funds  on  a  50-50  basis, 
as  do  states  without  public  domain,  Utah  has  a  ratio  of  25%  state  match- 
ing funds  to  757o  federal  funds.   Utah's  annual  apportionment  for  A-B-C 
highway  funds  in  FY  1970  is  $10,000,000  ,  which  is  $2,000,000  more  than 
would  be  appropriated  an  equivalent  non-public  land  state. 

/5_     It  is  estimated  that  one-half  billion  dollars  will  be  spent  on  the  inter- 
state system  in  Utah.   For  this  amount,  a  non-public  land  state  would 
have  to  pay  $50  million  on  the  90-10  ratio.   But  Utah,  as  a  public  land 
state,  will  have  to  pay  only  $25  million  on  a  95-5  ratio,  or  a  "savings" 
of  $25  million  over  the  15-year  construction  period,  which  is  a  saving 
of  $1,666,000  annually. 

/6^  Of  grazing  fee  receipts,  33-1/3%  is  allocated  to  BLM  districts  for 
range  improvements . 

/]_     Of  BLM  receipts,  52.5%  of  mineral  leasing  and  95%  of  sales  of  lands 

and  materials  goes  into  the  Reclamation  Fund.   Inasmuch  as  considerably 
more  than  this  amount  is  returned  to  Utah  for  reclamation  projects  we 
may  consider  for  our  purposes  that  the  state  receives  the  full  amount 
of  this  portion  of  receipts  from  the  public  lands. 

/^  This  includes  all  appropriations  by  Congress  to  BLM  in  Utah  for  manage- 
ment of  the  public  lands,  but  does  not  duplicate  figures  in  the  above 
tabulation.

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SCHOOL  LANDS 
Acres  for  Education 

Dedication  of  portions  of  the  Nation's  public  lands  for  the  advance- 
ment of  education  was  among  the  first  principles  adopted  by  the 
founders  of  our  Federal  Government. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  permanent  endowment  and  develop- 
ment of  a  public-school  system  in  the  new  Republic,  this  fundamental 
policy  was  written  by  the  Contuiental  Congress  into  its  ordinance  of 
July  13,  1787,  in  the  following  words: 

"Religion,  morality,  and  knowledge  being  necessary  to  good 
government  and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools  and  the  means 
of  education  shall  forever  be  encouraged." 

Actually,  this  principle  had  been  formulated  2  years  before  in  the 
ordmance  of  May  20,  1785.  In  tliat  ordinance,  which  provided  for 
the  establislmient  of  tlie  rectangular  system  of  surveys  on  the  public 
domain,  it  was  stipulated  that  "There  shall  be  reserved  the  lot  No. 
16  of  cverv  township  for  the  maintenance  of  public  schools  within 
said  townsliip." 

Incidentally,  under  the  rectangular  survey  system,  there  are  30 
sections,  each  1  mile  square,  in  every  regular  township. 

Ohio  was  the  first  State  to  receive  a  grant  of  the  640  acres  contained 
in  a  1  square  mile  school  section,  under  the  provisions  of  the  1785  act, 
and  the  dedication  of  one  section  for  the  support  of  public  schools 
was  specially  provided  for  in  the  organization  of  each  new  State  and 
Territory  until  the  establishment  of  the  Territory  of  Oregon  in  1848. 
In  that  year  demand  for  increased  facilities  for  educational  advance- 
ment resulted  hi  the  dedication  of  two  sections  in  each  township  for 
school  purposes,  such  an  allotment  being  made  upon  the  admission  of 
the  State  of  Oregon  into  the  Union  hi  1859.  Later,  when  Utah,  Ari- 
zona, and  New  Mexico  were  admitted  into  the  Union,  the  policy 
was  e.x-pandcd  to  the  extent  that  these  States  received  a  grant  of  four 
sections  of  school  land  in  each  town.ship  totaling  an  estimated 
5,844,196   acres  for  Utah. 

In  the  course  of  time  it  was  found  that  some  of  the  tracts  of  puV)lic 
domam,  bitended  for  dedication  as  school  grants,  were  embraced  Lii 
old  private  land  grants  orighiating  under  governments  preceding  the 
United  States  in  sovereignty,  such  as  that  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Spain,  and  that  some  irregular  and  fractional  townships  contained 
no  section  numbered  10  or  30.  It  was  also  found  that  some  of  these 
sections  had  been  appropriated  by  settlement  before  the  survey  of  the 
land  could  be  made. 

As  a  result  of  this  situation.  Congress,  in  1826  and  agam  in  1859, 

{)rovided  that  tracts  of  territory  within  the  States,  kno\\'n  as  indemnity 
ands,  should  be  provided  in  lieu  of  the  original  school  section  designa- 
tions. In  1891  this  indemnity  policy  was  extended  to  provide  for  the 
selection  of  other  lands  m  lieu  of  school  sections  embraced  withhi 
Indian,  military,  or  other  reservations.

Patented  acres  by  BLM  in  Utah  rose  steadily  through  the  early  1960 's  to 
a  peak  in  1964  of  more  than  141,000  acres.   Considerable  fluctuation  has 
been  evident  in  recent  years.   State  selections  have  been  the  most  signi- 
ficant means  of  title  transfer  accounting  for  as  high  as  85%  of  the  total 
(1964).   Transfer  by  exchange  has  become  significant  in  recent  years 
accounting  for  807,  of  the  total  in  1967  (25,890  acres).   Acres  patented 
through  the  agricultural  land  laws(homestead  and  desert  land),  public 
sale,  small  tract  and  mineral  patent,  have  declined  steadily  through 
this  period.   Patented  acres  under  the  Recreation  and  Public  Purposes 
Act  rose  to  a  high  in  1964  (5,226  acres);  since  that  time  it  has 
declined.

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Considering  total  acreage  under  lease  by  year,  oil  and  gas  has  been 
the  most  significant  mineral  leased  in  Utah,  far  exceeding  coal  and 
other  types.   The  downward  trend  in  oil  and  gas  acres  leased  reached 
a  low  in  1968  with  significant  increases  in  FY  1969.   Coal  and  other 
leases  have  been  increasing  in  recent  years.   The  other  category 
includes  mineral  leases  for  phosphate,  potash,  gilsonite  and  bitumin- 
ous sands.

HISTORY  Airj  LEGISLATION 

The  Bureau  of  Land  Management:  was  created  within  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  on  July  16,  1946.   The  new  bureau  became  successor  to  both  the 
General  Land  Office  (founded  in  1812)  and  the  Grazing  Service  (founded 
in  1934).   Responsibilities,  functions  and  personnel  of  both  predecessor 
organizations  were  combined  and  transferred  to  the  new  Bureau  of  Land 
Management . 

The  General  Land  Office  originally  was  established  as  a  bureau  of  the 
Treasury  Department.   Functions  embraced  the  issuance  of  land  warrants 
and  grants,  the  schedule  of  sales  at  various  district  land  offices,  col- 
lections of  monies  from  land  sales,  preparation  and  issuance  of  patents 
or  deeds  and  maintenance  of  land  records,  including  copies  of  plats  of 
survey,  tract  books,  original  entries,  copies  of  patents,  case  records  and 
related  data. 

MANAGEMENT 

Taylor  Grazing  Act  (June  28,  1934):   This  act  modifies  the  availability  of 
land  and  establishes  general  standards  and  procedures  for  classification  of 
land  for  management  or  d",sposition.   Sec.  1  of  the  Act  states  its  purpose  is 
"to  promote  the  highest  use  of  the  public  land  pending  its  final  disposal." 
Sec.  7  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  "to  examine  and  classify  any 
lands  wtthdrav/n  or  reserved  by  executive  order...,  or  within  a  grazing  dis- 
trict, which  are  more  valuable  or  suitable  for  the  production  of  agricultural 
crops  than  for  the  production  of  native  grasses  and  forage  plants,  or  more 
valuable  or  suitable  for  any  other  use  than  for  the  use  provided  for  under 
this  Act,  or  proper  for  acquisition  in  satisfaction  of  any  outstanding  lieu, 
exchange  or  script  rights  or  land  grant,  and  to  open  such  lands  to  entry, 
selection  or  location  for  disposal  in  accordance  with  such  classification  under 
applicable  public  land  laws,... and  to  open  such  lands  to  entry..."   Thus  pub- 
lic lands  may  not  be  entered  until  they  are  classified  as  suitable.   The  Taylor 
Grazing  Act  introduces  the  concept-  of  evaluation  of  land  uses  and  transition  of 
land  to  higher  uses  and  makes  land  classification  a  part  of  the  program  of  BLM. 

Pierce  Act  (1938):  This  provides  for  the  leasing  of  state,  county  and  privately 
owned  lands  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  orderly  use,  improvement  and 
development  of  grazing  districts. 

The  Halogeton  glomeratus  Control  Act  of  July  14,  1952  authorizes  the  federal 
government  to  take  any  action  deemed  necessary  to  control,  suppress  and  eradi- 
cate the  poisonous  weed  Halogeton. 

Public  Land  Law  Review  Commir^sioTi  Act  (196-^):  For  the  first  time  it  was  de- 
clared to  be  a  policy  of  CoMgrsss  rhat  [mblic  lands  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  "retained  and  rrianaged  or  disposed  cjf,  all  iu  a  manner  to  provide  the 
maximum  benefit  for  the  genercjl  public.''   The  Act  also  established  a  19-man 
commission  to  review  laws  p,overr>i  v.g  public  land  administration,  plus  policies 
and  oractices  of  admin.s  t-ratiO'-.  ,   The  coinmission,    is  to  survc'V  prfsunt  and 
futuri.  cifiTiand  ■.  lor  Lhf  i-iajlic  Innds,  gathtT  ni,'(.i.'.ss.iry  daL  i  nul  t  hen  rocommend 
chm^fs.   [Ls  r(-'[n)rt  to  (,'onji,ress  is  duo  boforo  lui'io  30,  1970 
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Classiiicar.iou  and  Multiple  Use  Act  (1964):  "Interim  legislation"  while  the 
Public  Land  Law  Review  Commission  is  in  effect,  this  Act  provides  that  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  establish  criteria  for  the  classification  of 
lands  "in  order  to  provide  for  their  disposal  or .. .management  under  principles 
of  multiple  use  and  to  produce  a  sustained  yield  of  products  and  services, 
and  for  other  purposes." 

LAND  DISPOSAL 

The  Homestead  Act  of  May  20,  1862,  provides  acreage  for  pioneer  farmers  and 
stockmen,  and  was  instrumental  in  the  settlement  and  development  of  many 
states  during  the  early  history  of  the  nation.   This  Act  and  subsequent  legis- 
lation allowed  1,622,050  settlers  to  claim  over  270,000,000  acres  of  the  public 
lands  for  homesteads  in  30  of  the  50  states.   In  Utah,  16,798  homesteaders  re- 
ceived 3,607,683  acres.. 

Desert  Land  Act  (March  3,  1877).   This  act  was  passed  to  provide  opportunities 
for  individuals  to  develop  irrigated  family  farms  with  their  own  capital  and 
resources  from  public  land  in  the  arid  13  western  states.   In  Utah,  3,265 
desert  land  final  entries  have  been  approved  and  506,320  acres  have  been  trans- 
ferred into  private  ownership. 

Small  Tract  Act  (June  1,  1938)  authorizes  sale  or  lease  to  U.  S.  citizens  of 
tracts  of  public  lands  not  exceeding  five  acres  for  use  as  home,  cabin,  camp, 
recreation  or  business  sites.   In  Utah   3,119  acres  have  been  classified  for 
small  tracts. 

Recreation  and  Public  Purposes  Act  (195A) ,  which  amended  and  extended  the 
General  Recreation  Act  of  1926,  pertains  to  disposition  of  public  lands  for 
outdoor  recreation  and  other  public  purposes.   The  new  act  authorized  lease 
or  sale  of  as  much  as  640  acres  of  public  lands  in  any  one  year  to  any  state, 
county   or  local  ogvernment,  or  to  a  nonprofit  corporation  or  association. 
In  Utah,  13,007  acres  have  been  sold  in  48  transactions  under  provisions  of 
these  Acts. 

Public  Sale  Law  (1964):   After  lands  have  been  classified  for  disposal  under 
the  Classification  and  Multiple  Use  Act,  the  Public  Sale  Law  permits  the  sale 
of  public  lands  which  are  needed  for  the  growth  and  development  of  a  community, 
provided  that  the  appropriate  local  authority  has  established  zoning  regulations 
insuring  proper  development  of  the  lands.   This  is  "interim  legislation"  for 
the  duration  of  the  Land  Law  Review  Commission. 

MINERALS 

The  BLM  administers  the  United  States  mineral  laws,  including  the  General 
Mining  Laws  of  1872,  the  Mineral  Leasing  Act  of  1920  and  the  leasing  of  sub- 
merged lands  in  the  Outer  Continental  Shelf.   The  activities  of  the  bureau 
encourage  and  allow  competitive  and  noncompetitive  leasing  for  oil,  gas, 
potash,  phosphate,  coal,  bitumens  and  other  minerals,  and  the  location  and 
patenting  of  lands  under  the  mining  laws.   Other  minerals  not  within  the 
purview  of  the  mining  or  leasing  lavs  are  sold  under  the  Materials  Act 
of  1947,  as  amended. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  several  hundred  other  laws  which  pertain 
to  the  administration  and  disposition  of  the  public  domain.
